copies of it and paid any price asked. 


The highest recorded price for a copy was $26, but 


the few known volumes were being held at harder 
rates every day. 
It promised to be one of the great • 


litcrar} values of the NVest. 


Weil, this week from a second-hand furniture auc- 


tion shop on Mission street near Sixth there was 
issued an advertisement of the sa'.e of "$3000 worth 
of books."' Those who looked at the shelves found a 
weird ot of junk and passed on.

tuenty copies of "Shapes of Clay,"' and asked what 
they -\\ould be sold for. 


"Oh, about 50 cents apiece," said the furniture

The word got out that he'had 
them and .the collectors came trooping to his shop, 
lie sold the first volume for SI.

Francisco's "Chinatown" scandals, all of which have 
had graft and gambling as their main features, recalls 
a sim lar situation in this city twenty years ago, and

quent y quarterly, 
ever since. 
At 
that 
time the 


Chinese were paying heavy tribute 
for intcnr.itlent 


"protection" and some of the leading "Chinks"' of the 
quarter got together and made a tender to the city of 
$200.000 a year, to be paid into the municipal treasury, 
for continuous protection to their gambling games, in- 
stead of periodical protection, for which they were held 
up, appare itly on general principles and to the profit 
of persons instead of the municipality. 
The Chinese 


were attempting to drive a good bargain for 
them- 


selves, for it was estimated that they were paying in 
excess of .$30,000 monthly in graft, to say nothing in 
side hold-ups and the cost of repairs to their gambling 
place; after the occasional prearranged raids. 


The offer of the Chinese was rejected, of course, 


on high moral grounds, but was renewed eight years 
ago, to receive a similar refusal. Citizens who favored 
makirg terms of 
accommodation with 
the Chinese 


argued that the city might as well get the money as 
an offset to sums expended for policing and sanitation 


of the Chinese quarter, for 
the 
Celestials 
would 


garni le anyway. 
On the other hand, the moralists 


argu< c that a great municipality like San Francisco 
coulc not afford to make any compromise with crime, 
in w nch position they were strongly supported by 
those who then were making small fortunes out of the 
exist ng system of graft in Chinatown.

Oakland delayed for nearly twenty years in the matter of park 


improvement. 
She is now paying "he penalty of past neglect and 


indifference. But because the cost of park improvement is bearing 
rather heavily for the moment on the taxpayers is no reason why 
there should be a halt in the scheme of municipal adornment. 
The 


necessity for parks and playgrounds is now being borne in upon us 
by the logic of circumstance and condition. That necessity must be 
met if the progressive movement in this city is to continue. The 
money we are called on to fpend now for the improvement of the 
park lands already acquired, and in providing additional play- 
grounds, will bring in fourfold returns in the near future. It will 
be an investment of the first class. 


Hence THE TRIBUNE urges that liberal provision be made in 


the municipal budget for park purposes no matter what sacrifices 
have to be made in other directions. Nearly all the money that is 
being expended for park improvement is paid out in wages for labor. 
It gives employment to men who med it, and at the same time as- 
sists in-making the city attractive for investors and homeseekers. 


It would be folly to allow the city's parks.to lie waste and un- 


improved. 
Better have a high tax rate for two or three years than 


suspend the work of improvement or curtail it to niggardly propor- 
tions. 
' 


The Park Commissioners are men of business capacity and 


.probity, and they are giving valuable services to the city without 
'compensation. They are devoting tl.cir time and their best thought 
to the public interests without hope of financial reward, and they 
should be given liberal financial si-pport. The money they are 
spending is making Oakland more beautiful, more attractive, more 
'delightful as a place of residence. ] t is increasing property values 
and swelling the volume of local trade. The men they employ pay 
-rent to house-owners and give patronage to the markets, grocery 
'stores, theaters, etc. The taxpayers are getting more than value re- 
ceived for the money they contribute, but they are getting other 
Indirect returns which add materially to the general prosperity. 


It is true that our municipal e>.pense bill is large, but that is 


tlue mainly to an enormous growth in population, coupled with a 
gross neglect of municipal needs in the past. We have had to do 
everything at once—provide parks, tire houses, school houses and 
water front improvements in a space of five years that should have 
been provided for earlier and by slower degrees. 
But the evils of 


.the do-nothing policy of the past arc not to be cured by reverting 
to it while in the full tide of progression. 


Three different schemes of park improvement were voted down 


before the people of Oakland could be induced to accept one. With 
the rejection of each project the cost 01'acquiring park lands increased. 
!A11 park improvements were also delayed. Small tracts given to 
the city for park purposes b;- public-spirited citizens were allowed 


" jto remain unsightly wastes. 
For thirty years Independence Square, 


now San Antonio Park, was left un-mproved. The Twelfth street 
marsh, a private gift, was permitted to remain an evil-smelling 
morass for nearly a generation. Lake Merritt was allowed to fill up 
with detritus and become a miasmatic mudhole. Not only did the 
city refuse to acquire park lands, bat it did not improve the few 
patches oi> land given to it. 


As a consequence the Park Commissioners are doing work that 


should have been done years ago. 
Lake Merritt has been dredged 


and the Twelfth street marsh filled and reclaimed. The shores of 
.the lake are being parked, encircled with boulevards and otherwise 
improved. Independence Square has been a beauty spot, radiant 
•wfh flowers, trees and green lawns. 
The marsh property at the 


""Northeastern extremity of the lake has been transformed into a 
vision of beauty. 
Btishrod 1'ark has been converted into a model 


pleasure ground for children. De F: emery Park is an ideal combi- 
nation of forest park and playground. 


The plans for Lakeside Park contemplate the speedy conversion 


pf that tract into a perfectly )aid out grouping of ornamental plants 
and trees, flower beds and green swards, with a memorial fountain 
in the center and a band stand located on the bold headland over- 
looking the lake. 
• 


All these improvements are embiaccd in one harmonious design 


that will develop shortly into a scheme of artistic beauty—that is, 
if the Park Commissioners are not tied down to petty piecemeal 
operations by niggardly appropriations wholly inadequate to the 
demands of the occasion. It is to be hoped that thcr.e will be no 
Opposition to giving them a free hand and sufficient funds to carry- 
ton their projected plan of improvement. There is nothing in the 
public activities of the city quite so satisfying and so worthy of 
'praise and support as the v.-ork of the Park Commission. It is 
Wholesome, beautiful and of indestructible value.
